Fire Chief Charles E. Brown. 
Units were furnished under 
our Mutual Fire Support 
Agreement by Los Angeles 
County and the cities of Ar¬ 
cadia, El Monte and Monro¬ 
via and as voluntary actions 
by the cities of Glendale 
and Pasadena. The U.S. For¬ 
est Service had both equip¬ 
ment and fire fighting (hot- 
shot) crews in the area 
from immediately after the 
fire until Tuesday. 

DIBECTXON of the police 
control of traffic was by Sgt. 
Hiram Embree and police 
units were furnished by the 
cities of Pasadena, Arcadia 
and Monrovia, plus the 
State Highway Patrol. 

The entire Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department 
was involved in action 
either at the Police Control 
Center, on Sierra Madre fire 
units or assisting and di¬ 
recting the out-of-town units 
as to locations of streets and 
fire hydrants. 

The Sierra Madre Police 
Reserve reported and was 
used in traffic control, etc. 

The Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team was used 
for fire fighting, police con¬ 
trol and evacuation both in 
Sierra Madre and Pasadena. 

THERE WERE numerous 
civic groups active amongst 
which were the Civic Club, 
the Woman’s Club, the Fire¬ 
mens’ Wives, the Congrega¬ 
tional Church_ (which served 
* as early evacuation head¬ 
quarters) and numerous in¬ 
dividuals that either 
brought food or clothing to 
the City Hall or Church. 

To forestall the comments 
which may arise about the 
closing of the entire area, 
north of Grand View Ave., 
the major reasons for this 
action was to keep out sight¬ 
seers, to allow free move¬ 
ment of fire fighting and 
police equipment, and in the 
Canyon Area specifically to 
cut down the cross-traffic 
problem that would have oc¬ 
curred if complete evacua¬ 
tion was necessary at the 
same time that it was nec¬ 
essary to move in fire fight¬ 
ing equipment. 

IF VIEWED in the light of 
a test of emergency proced¬ 
ures, Sierra Madre and its 
citizens must be congratu¬ 
lated for the calm, thorough 
and controlled actions which 
were evident throughout the 
emergency period. 

The major debris produc¬ 
ing areas which caused 
damage following the 1953 
fire have been previously 
controlled and the debris in 
Bailey, Floral, Carter, Sierra 
Madre and Lannon Canyons, 
plus the flood control chan¬ 
nels, should eliminate the 
mass debris and water flow 
problems which we experi¬ 
enced in 1954. As to limited 
or individual debris prob¬ 
lems, these can be as severe 
as 1954. 

Mr. Van Wagner of the 
United States Forest Service, 
has indicated that they will 
reseed the burned areas as 
soon as suitable weather is 
encountered. At this time an 
exact date is not known. 

Mr. Vance of the Los An¬ 
geles County Flood Control 
District, is checking over 
both control of the dry ero¬ 
sion which has already 
started and the mud flow 
which can be expected in 
any rain. 

THE LOS ANGELES Coun¬ 
ty Flood Control District is 
surveying the possible con¬ 
trol measures and hopes to 
make available both advice 
and sandbags to the city 
and individual property 
owners. Sandbags will be 
available at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Hall. 

Battalion Chief Manchest¬ 
er of County Fire Chief 
Klinger’s office says they 
are investigating what ac¬ 
tions can be taken to assist 
the cities and the individual 
property owners. 

Several of the property 
owners (Carter, Hawkins 
and others) have already 
started seeding the burned 
area around their private 
property with rye seed. 
Others have started con¬ 
struction of ditches and 
beams and/or wooden bar¬ 
ricades to check or divert 
the possible flow. 

MOST OF THE burned 
areas are on private land 
and the control measures, 
except for reseeding, will 
need to be done by the pri¬ 
vate property owners. The 
city together with the Los 
Angeles County Flood Con¬ 
trol District, and the United 
States Forest Service, will 
advise and assist the indi¬ 
viduals wherever possible 
and particularly the Sierra 
Madro city engineer and' 
public works superintendent 
will be available to go over 
possible solutions and ad¬ 
vise the individual as to 
corrective measures. 

The Sierra Madre City 
Hall (ELgfn 5-7135) will 
serve as coordinating head¬ 
quarters and any specific 
problems should be brought 
to the attention of the city 
administrator.

Rushmore was the last of his companions 
to be extricated from the flame pocket. 

TOM YOZZIE of San Bernardino, Injured foot. 

JOHN BUCHAN, members of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rc.scue team, minor burns to his feet and ankle. 

JUAN ROMERO, 19, ot the Chilao fire-fighting crew, 
strained leg. 

JAMES W. BERNES, 25 of Fontana, broken ankle. 

Strangely, the only structural damage inflicted in 
Sierra Madre, was destruction of a garage owned by Victor 
Daniels at 125 E. Miramonte. 

CLOSE CALLS were numerous, however. Shingles on 
the roof of the Mrs. Gladys K. Carter home at 666 N. 
Mountain Trail, were fired by flaming embers. Several 
youths climbed to the roof, tore out the shingles and pos¬ 
sibly saved the Carter home from destruction. 

At times the Passionist 
Fathers Monastery at 708 N. 

Sunnyside, was endangered 
as the flames swept above 
it and on toward Pasadena 
Glen. Flames burned into 
the back yard of House Ol¬ 
son, 704 Canyon Crest, and 
other residences in that 
area, but were quelled 
quickly. Homes in the 700 
block of Sierra Meadows Dr. 
were likew'ise saved as fire¬ 
men and home owners beat 
back the flames. 

Students at Mt. Alverno 
Academy, a school for girls, 
were dismissed for the day, 
as were pupils at the Church 
of the Ascension Day School. 

Flames came within 150 
feet of residences on N. Au¬ 
burn Ave. and Canyon Crest 
but were beaten back time 
after time. For awhiie the 
fire threatened the John H. 

Maddox home at 800 N. Au¬ 
burn and the family pre¬ 
pared to evacuate. 

At 1:30 p.m. Monday, Don 
Benito elementary school 
children were led out of 
their classrooms and kept 
on the playground in order¬ 
ly fashion, each class stay¬ 
ing with its teacher untii 
their parents arrived. Teach¬ 
ers performed magnificently, 
keeping order and releasing 
a child only to its own par¬ 
ent or parents. 

During the height of the 
fire on Carriage Hou.se Rd. 
in Upper Hastings, sparks 
flew down the canyon along 
Riviera Dr. Firemen moved 
quickly to aid homeowners 
already hosing their roofs. 

At the home of Dr. Robert 
Jenkins, Riviera Dr., fire 
burned shrubs and swept up 
to the patio. A quick change 
in the wind prevented fur¬ 
ther destruction. Dr. Jenkins 
is superintendent of the 
Pasadena Public Schools. 

TWELVE MEN from the 
Sheriff’s Department assist¬ 
ed the Sierra Madre police 
under Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan and actively led by 
Sgt. H. S. Embree in han¬ 
dling traffic, and in main¬ 
taining communications at 
Police Headquarters. 

In the latter vital spot ex¬ 
cellent work was done by all 
Sierra Madre police, assisted 
materially by El Monte Fire 
Chief Carlton Williams and 
Dispatcher Ted Fazio. The 
latter two handled the direct 
communications with the 
fire fighters in the various 
areas. Engine Company No. 

2, of El Monte, which assis- 
ed in fighting the fire, was 
directed by Capt. Robert 
Palmer. 

The Southern California 
Edison Company, with Rob¬ 
ert H. Green, the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre manager, in charge, had 
three line crews, five service 
crews and four installation 
washer trucks on the job, 
replacing burned and an¬ 
nealed wires, removing dan¬ 
gerous wires felled by the 
flames. Edison sent betwen 
30 and 40 men for this task. 

California Water and 
Phone Co., also had a large 
crew effecting repairs in the 
burned-over area. 

THIRTY YOUNGSTERS 

from Sierra Madre volun¬ 
teered for service during the 
fire. Assembled at City Hall 
Council Chambers, they were 
used for dispatch and other 
communications work. 

Immediately the fire was 
discovered on Skyline Dr., 

Police Officer David G. Ben- 
scoter, who sped to the 
scene and realizing its al¬ 
ready major proportions is¬ 
sued a tentative evacuation 
order for inhabitants along 
that street. Carter, Canyon 
Crest and N. Auburn. Only 
the valiant efforts of the 
fire-fighters prevented the 
homes in this area from be¬ 
ing destroyed. 

County Fire Chief Keith 
E. Klinger, in active charge 
of his units, said that the 
fire was the first of serious 
proportions in the region 
since the disastrous blaze of 
1957 which started at Christ¬ 
mas time ,burned through 
the new year and blackened 
thousands of acres until it 
was halted eastward and 
northward from Pasadena 
Glen.
